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Search for Frederic Eagle weaves through town's history 


(Shirley Schmoock tried tofind where 
the Frederic Eagle school nickname 
came from. Her search led her through 
much of Frederic's history, As 1992 
draws to a close, here's a look back at 
some of the people in Frederic's past.)

With some imagination, it might be 
asuccessful, even delightful adventure 
torecall the days of the early pioneers 
around Frederic and retum to a place 
where hardy souls sought after a silver 
lining for their cloud of dreams. It is 
here that the search for the Frederic 
Eagle must begin. 
This old “wooding stop” of 1874 
- was first named Forest. It became 
Fredericvitle and was then shortened 
to “Frederic” after Frederic Barker, 
another early family which platted the 
Southwest’ comer of the expanding 
town, This railroad “wooding” 
junction, however, was never a major 
timbercenter, "Cutout, getout” jargon 
referred to the callous attitudes of the 
timber barons toward the seemingly 
endless supply of cork pine and 
hardwood trees, The loose maxim, in 
fact, was tossed around with little 
remorse as the industry continued to 
. plunder the massive stands so valued 
for building everything from barns in 
Towa torebuilding the lavish residences 


‘provided the weather cooperated, The 
aforementioned Judge Batterson 
reported in 1878 and again in a letter 
dated in 1894 that he “was raising 
good crops of wheat, corn, oats, 
potatoes [sic], clover and all kinds of 
garden truck.” 
FIRST SCHOOL 

So, out of the declining wilderness, 
a town was rising upon the sawdust of 
the Ilumberman’s axe. In the very 
earliest of these years, the children 
who lived in the make-shift shacks of 
the lumber camps did not go to school. 
Butothers in and around Fredericville 
. did, The first school looked like a 
fishing shanty or a smoke house. It 
was an unpainted wooden structure 
with one room which housed 15 
students of varying ages. The students 
only attended in warm weather though, 
as the chinking in the building was 
deficient, allowing the cold wind to 
rush through the numerous cracks and 
crevices. It was said to have been built 
“when Col, Roosevelt was running for 
President.” This would be around 
1898, and a Miss Thornton was the 
school’s first teacher. Part of her job 
was to “pick up wood chips cach 
moming to start a fire.” There is no 
mention or memory of all who may 
have attended this first school, but as 
moreand more names begin toenhance 


. in Chicago after the “great fire" of the area’s history ... Lozon, Knibbs, 


1871. This local strip of geography,

Maple Forest, and the Sigbee 
settlement all had rural “country” 
schoolhouses, Records fade and are 
lost to us, but one thing stands out... 
as the various school were tightly 
integrated into the settler’s daily 
routine, their very existence gave an 
even greater cohesion and purpose to 
those who called Fredericville...now 
Frederic .. their “home town.” 

Compulsory education did not 
become the general wave of the future 
until the state of Massachusettsadopted 
the program in 1852. By the 1880s, 
serious consideration was given, 
especially in the northern states, which 
did have the most resources, to 
enforcing the obligatory notion that 
all American children should be 
educated and at the state’s expense. 
The village of Frederic was and had 
been on the front burner of this 
movement, the large clapboard 
schoolhouse dominating an entire city 
block... the very same as the Frederic 
Elementary School occupies to this 
day. 

As the community grew, other 
names appeared to lend expertise to 
the budding town... John Higgins and 
his boys, the Barbers, Babcocks, and 
Taylors. These settlers were active, 
energetic American patriots who 
forged out of a vast rolling timberland 
acommunity where hard work and the 


pride of perseverance were expected 


to be the Price all paid to purchae

dignity and a freedom to live out life 
ontheirownterms, Civil War veterans 
lived and died here; so did many from 
both world wars and other conflicts. 
When the Frederic Library is opened, 
an area of the building will be set aside 
to display photos and other 
memorabilia honoring the heroes and 
heroines of these times, as their many 
contributions to the areaareconsidered 
most significant. 
SETTLING IN — THE 1900s 

The date on the fragile newspaper is 
January 22, 1900. A large blockish ad 
boasts thatthe M.S. Dilly & Co. general 
store in Frederic is offering for sale a 
contraption called the “Dilly Queen.” 
The apparatus claims to be a washing 
machine with “wringer bars” designed 
to “shorten your work day.” The odd 
appliance looks capable of ruining all 
but the most sturdy of fabrics. Store 
owner Mark Dilly, the records indicate, 
platted the entire Northwest corner of 
Frederic in 1881, his general store 
being later sold to the Kling brothers 
prior to the township hall being built 
upon the ruins of all of the incredible 
history which necessarily follows. 

And right next to this quaint ad with 
its unusual promises, is yet another 
interesting announcement: The 
recently graduated Miss Anna Canfield 
was to begin her teaching career at the 
Batterson School in Frederic, The old 
school records say that Anna Canfield, 
daughter of Dr. Canfield of Grayling, 


had graduated from Grayling High 
School in 1897; she was one year 
behind Elmer Batterson, son of the 
illustrious Judge Wellington Batterson, 
one of Fredericville’s founding 
patricians. . 

Asthe logging scars grew and sliced 
deeply into the countryside and the 


timber industry cut its way ever 
northward, Frederic ‘necessarily 
advanced. with the withering times. 
The Michigan Central Rail line linked 


wooding junction with village after 


village. But rather than disdain the 
lumberman’s plunder of the land, the

Grayling resident helps establish 


real estate program at KCC

When the first graduates of Kirtland 
Community College’s newest degree 
program receive their sheepskins, they 
will begin to fulfill one man’s dream 
of upgrading the real estate industry. 

George Dice of Grayling, a broker 
and trainer who proposed the degree 
program to KCC officials, believes 
real estate needs a level of 
professionalism that wili increase 
public trust. 

“When you have a toothache, you 
go to the dentist... if you need legal 
service, you go to an attorney,” he 
said. “Most people hire a real estate 
broker after they have exhausted any 
other means.” 

License preparation and the few 
continuing education credits required 
for license renewal are not cnough 
training for a carcer in real estate, he 
said. 

“Thave been, ever since I’ve been in 
the business, education-oriented, and 
it’s always been onc of my dreams that 
there would be a specific degree 
offered,” he said. ‘The industry’s 
changing, and the public demands and 
expects more than an entry level of... 
skill.” 

The two-ycar program ts the only 
oncof its kind in the area, according to 
Paul Durbin, KCC’s dean of 
occupational studies. He knows of 


only two other real estate associate 
degree programs in the state. 

Durbin was a little hesitant to jump 
on the bandwagon when Dice proposed 
the program. Enrollmentin real estate 
courses previously offered at KCC 
had been sporadic, he said. 

“He convinced me that he has a 
population base out there thatare going 
to be receptive,” Durbin said, “And! 
could see that George was really 
serious about this — he was willing to 
putin the time and effort todo this, and 
that helped convince me, as well.” 

Among the program development 
documents in Dice’s office file is a 
small slip of paper with a handwritten 
summary of its mission: “Focus — on 
providing high {evel of service to the 
public.” 

“There is anced foreducated people 
in the real estate industry -—- people 
whoare willing tomake acommitment 
to learn about the product that they’re 
selling and learn about the rules,” he 
said. 

Rules play a major role in real estate, 
and the rules are constantly changing, 
Dice said. 

In addition, he believe real estate 
professionals need a solid base in 
general education and business, The 


new program requires several courses |

business, you're basically in business 
for yourself,” Dice said. “In order to 
be in any business, you need a certain 
level of basic skills.” 

About one-third of the program 
consists of specific real estate courses, 
including pre-licensur,e real estate 
business, appraisal and assessing, civil 
rights, and geography, environment, 
and construction. 

The final semester offers a 14-week, 
on-the-job internship, which involves 
all aspects of the job. 

“Thisis the last thing —like practice 
teaching,” Dice said. “You build 
yourself up to that.” 

Dice said he cannot guarantee that 
completing the degree will mean a 
better income. But he dacs believe the 


program will turn out graduates better 
prepared to do the job correctly — the 
first step toward a better income... 

“I believe that if you do the job 
right, you’re going to get paid,” he 
said. 

Dice hopes brokers will eventually 
begin to look for and perhaps even 
demand degrees when they hire 
salespeople. 

“T hope that there will be some 
prestige attached to this——a feeling of 
accomplishment within our industry, 
that people will want to do this,” he 
said. “It’s my hope that this college 
out here becomes areal estate learning 
center, a resource center for northem 
Michigan.”

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Search for Frederic Eagle weaves through town's history

local settlers and their resourceful 
womenfolk continued to tame the area, 
bringing civilization to their new and 
growing town. With communication 
limited to the railroad, most social 
amenities available to them were of 
their own design. The women of 
Frederic and the surrounding 
settlements became the vigorous 
mainstay of the town, promoting 
church and family values. They also 
found within their number the ability 
to serve those less fortunate than 
themselves. 

Two “pest houses” stood Northeast 
of town (on the way up the hill) and 
local records indicate those carly days 
claimed many mothers and their infant 
children. The Morans lost three 
children all less than four years old; 
the Horton twins were never named, 
they died so young; Jeffrey Cox was 
only two when his name became for 
all time etched into the cold gray stone 
now maiking his small, impressed 
grave. 

But while these families mourned 
their losses, they also shared the joy of 
better times. Because one of the 
greatest failings of the human race is 
forgetting, recalling the name of the 
gentle soul from this age who 
wordsmithed as delicately as a spring 
rain escapes most. Ruby Batterson 
Hopkins “loved best memories of the 
days of childhood rambling in the 
woodland cool... along the rippling 
river by the little country school.” 

PERSONAL MEMORIES 

Itis only with very good fortune that 
some thoughtful people have managed 
to save large and small bits of 
yesterday, May the record books list 
Howse, Post, Alma, Olson and Smith 
as some of those who havecontributed 
the chunks of character and described 
thecircumstances so agreeably. Living 
acentury past through old photographs 
and scraps of rhyme, tattered letters 
and weathered tombstone etchings is 
no simple matter. Descendents of 
these early families are willing to 
recall how they shared not only their 
resources, but as the terrifying winds 
carried fire and hip-deep snows across 
their farms and roads, they also shared ; 
the pain of these vario Us he ships 
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strengthen the community, | 

Threading carefully ois the 
memories of those named Newberry, 
Parsons, Hunter and Johnson, we're 
told that back then logging was the 
economic mainstay of the community. 
But the spirit of survival of the people 
in this vigorous comer of the logging 
world remained ample, and the 
citizenry were ever uplifted by their 
plans for the future, Local and area 
farmers were homesteading the land, 
Murphy, Feldhauser, Ward and 
Armstrong children were filling the 
Edmonds, the Malco, or any one of the 
small rural schoolhouses which dotted 
the landscape. Even the State of 
Michigan was beginning to speak ill 
of the “dangers of denuding the land.” 

Yet still, the barrel mills of Frederic 
continued to churn out the logs, only 
to burn down for this reason or that. 
One, two, then a third burned to the 
ground, their ashes joining the town’s 
other special ash heaps of note like 
Callahan’s and that of the much- 
weathered Opera House, ‘a building 
which had been everything from a 
gymnasium to a city hall to a 
temporary schoolhouse. 


NEW GAME OF 
BASKETBALL 
AS we now attempt to retrace our 
steps to Fredericville when it was new 
and green, it must be remembered that 
school children had no easy access to 


itansportation, unless that 
transportation consisted of their own 
two feet. The old opera house, 
incidentally, saw a lot of those feet 
back then. Both boys and girls 
practiced the new game of basketball 
on her second floor. It’s hard to 
discover precisely when the Frederic 
Eagle may have come into being as the 
soaring emblem of these teams. The 
game of basketball, invented in 1892 
by Dr. James Naisinith, must have 
beenaclumsy but exciting experiment 
for the young men and women of 
Frederic, for they had few rules, no 
uniformed presence, and as yet... no 
motto or school identity. Many of the 
players would, nonetheless, walk miles 
to school, manage a multitude of farm 
or related chores at home, yet still 
have the energy to play such a 
demanding game, The competition 
between towns, it is said, was fierce. 

This was, however, the age when 
rural life also centered around the 
railroad. If the school was the town’s 
body and soul, the railroad which 
linked these entities together also 
became the lifeblood of the torso. Mail 
and most goods came by rail; people 
came and went to the same lengths to 
moveaboutthearea, Entire basketball 
teams rode the train to game at the old 
opera house. The general stores 
which anchored the village of Frederic 
belonged to John Higgins, Harry 
Abraham, and John Parsons, These 
stoves were additionally cornplimented 
by McDermaid’s Bakery, the barber 
shop, five saloons, and three large 
hotels (also called rooming houses 
and occasionally something more 
tawdry). 

‘SCALE DAY' 

Paging through the wonderful 
collection of memories found in the 
Frederic Centennial (1877-1977) 
volume, visions of these general stores 
with their stacks of barreled goods of 
flour, sugar, and salt pork come easily 
into focus. Colorful penny candy filled 
the big glass jars, and it was said to be 


a great treat for the children to get such. 


sweets. The families who worked the 
mills and did not live in the pretty 
painted and fenced houses of Frederic, 
rane! Kept to. their sare renin 


an eee rtd ® 


against hope to have a tiny bit left for 
something special and new. The farm 
familiesalways had goods and produce 
to sell or barter; the camp families had 
onty theamountallowed by the “scale” 
weightof what each man had managed 
to produce that month. 

Fortunately, playing the guessing 
game of getting-by on such meager 
means did not affect all of the villagers 
in the same way. It is often said “you 
don’t miss what you don’t know 
about.” And when Vi Carriveau shares 
one of her memories saying “‘my father 
used to take wagon loads of us to the 
dances ... sometimes held in an old 
barn” the reflections of life in the early 
1920s does not seem so bleak or hard, 

Yet memories are so forgiving for 
some people. The ruthless current of 
a deep running river though is not. 
The treacherous life on those waters 
brought the logs hurtling downstream 
so the lumber barons could fill their 
dream clouds with gold. One day 
these same waters took two innocents 
by thenames of LaGrow and Carriveau 
beneath the thin ice while skating. A 
third boy was saved. But death was a 
part of life and living in Frederic in the 
early years. Due to the hard work, the 
crop failures, the fires and the weather 
conditions, everybody stayed busy 
meeting the demands of life, 
blacksmith Peasley, butcher brothers 
Brennen, bricklayer Horner, drayman

Tobin, and certainly Mr. Wilcox of the 
pool hall. 

Obviously, the idlers about the place 
“swapped yams.” Considering the 
enormous array of home remedies and 
miracle cures being hawked, the days 
musthave slipped away easily enough. 
Political issues were hot topics even 
then, the news of the exotic war 
filtering through natural channels. 
Frederic once had a newspaper, but 
that information for now is lost to us. 
Small talk, nonetheless, must have 
included who was doctoring for “scalp 
head, the blues, consumption, 
convulsive kidney,” and of course, 
ladies, “the catarrh.” Anyone wishing 
fora “keen, clear brain” could buy Dr. 
King’s ticketto Nirvanna, forhis magic 
pills sold for a mere 25¢ a box. Even 
young Ralph Jungman peddied across 
ihe town and county selling “the Grit” 
while pursuing his own dream of life 
as a wealthy man of means. Life was 
simple; it was hard, but ever so simple. 

_By the 1920s though, nearly all of 
the area students had moved into or 
were writing their exams for high 
school in the big white clapboard 
schoolhouse with the massive bell 
tower which reached up through the 
center of itself. It housed all grades 
with four rooms up and four down. 
Most life in and around Frederic by 
this time radiated out of the center of 
town. 

SCHOOL BURNS 

Then on one cold, frigid moming 
(2-7-1924), life in Frederic was 
changed forall time. Fire broke out in 
the school... adefective chimney flu: 
was blamed. The entire building was 
destroyed, the reflective glow of th 
flames being seen all the way to 
Grayling in the night sky. The 
estimated destruction was $20,000, 
while the insurance carried on the 
building and contents was roughly 
$4,500. When school reconvened in 
early March of 1924, afteran extended 
vacation. Classes were held in the 
opera house, 

Construction of the new brick 
schoolhouse went slowly. By fall of 
192A, the building was still not ready 
for occupancy. It was publicly 
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Dutch Master cigars were like 
for 10¢ and Clarence Darrow waschief 
defense counsel in the Leopold-Loeb 
trial in Chicago. And, the Frederic 
Cardinals had just beaten the Grayling 
Independents in overtime! These 
names, however, were for the local 
men’s basketball teams not the high 
school teams, 

School that fall opened in the 
Frederic Town Hall. Five teachers 
were paid a princely salary of $100 per 
month. As early as January of 1924, 
Coach Crane called his boys the 
“Wildcats” and his girls “the Bobbies,” 
but these names, even though 
commitied to print in the Crawford 
Avalanche, did not seem to stick. It 
was not until the winter of 1941, when 
mumpsandadeadly strain of influenza 
were raging through the little town, 
did the Grayling newspaper begin to 
consistently refer to the school band 
members as the “Orange and Black.” 
Grayling had been called the “green 
and white” since January of 1939, but 
they too were withouta school mascot. 

With the war years ravaging with 
ranksof young men, so did they deplete 
the numbers of teachers available to 
smati towns, The students of Frederic 
therefore were casualties of those 
Critical years, The last year the stately 
school remained open was 1943; its 
doors and windows were boarded up 
until 1949, We do find, however, that 
the Grayling “Vikings” came into 
official being in April of 1949, 

tAGLES BORN 

The Frederic “Eagles,” of course, 
are now to be seen on the horizon at 
last. The members of that first team of 
“Bagles” were Bill Tobin, Ernie Nye, 
Jack Hummel, Dick Reava, Benny 
Jehn, Dale Allen, Jerry Welch, Rolly 
Hummel, and Dan Tobin. When 
school opened in Frederic in December 
of 1949, the team beat Fairview, 44- 
30. 

The high school in Frederic 
continued to proudly graduate 
students, its college accreditation with 
the University of Michigan solidly 
assured through 1966. It was in this

climatic year that a school 
consolidation obliterated the identity 
of the Frederic Eagles. Jack Millikin 
& Co., was hired to perform the 
difficult work of the demolition of the 
huge building. Many memories, 
however, linger and even flourish: 
Dave Englund, schoo! caretaker, has 
incorporated bricks from the building 
into a place of honor at the Frederic 
Elementary School. Betty Sajdak, 
township official and graduate of the 
Class of '53, was a team cheerleader, 
who remembers the chants with case. 
Nancy Baldwin, school secretary in 
Frederic, was in the last class to 
graduate (1966) from the beloved old 
school, Even Vic Parsons, graduate of 
the doomed building prior to the war 
years closing it down, recalls when 
one of the bricklayers “Frank Bader 
married my aunt, Ethyl Parsons.” 


EAGLE RESURRECTED 

When the principal of Frederic 
Elementary, Melvin “Pat” Nunn, 
decided to chance resurrecting the old 
school mascot, some scoffed that the 
mascot did not actually exist. But 
classbooks of past graduates boast of 
thebird’sexistence asdoathletic letters 
from school sweaters, With much 
remembering and sifting through old 
documents, the dust has been now 
removed and it can be said with 
certainty that the Frederic Eagle has 
found an open window through which 
it is welcomed home, 

Localartist, Gloria Taylor, Michigan 
Education Association employee and 
chalk drawing enthusiast, created the 
soaring impression of the massive 
acrylic painting which now hangs in 
the school library. Taylor spent hours 
inresearching just the right posture for 
the eagle, wanting to “ensure meeting 
accuracy of color and detail." 
"Children’s books,” she claims, “have 
wonderful pictures,” adding what an 
honor it was for her to be chosen to 
complete the work.” 

So, as the eagle of Frederic flies 
once again, so may the spirits of the 
young andold alike in the small hamlet.
